less than a dozen new adding devices or attach- 
ments to be used in conjunction with the type- 
writer, now being perfected, and new ones are 
appearing monthly. 

Not more than four or five have made them- 
selves publicly known up to this time. 

The newly elected general manager of one of 
the most recent companies formed to market a 
combination typewriter-adding-machine, declared 
that he accepted the position pricipally, because 
it enabled him to combine his systematizing abili- 
ties with the selling abilities of a perfect account- 
ing-room typewriter, stating that he had been 
a firm believer in the fact that books of account 
would some day in the near future be kept by 
machinery. 

In Pennsylvania alone there are now being built 
no less than four new adding machines to be used 
in conjunction with the typewriter, and in other 
parts of the United States, similar devices are 
about to appear. Almost all of the typewriter 
companies are experimenting along these lines, 
and soon a dozen others will be in the field. 

A certain manager of one of the oldest and 
largest typewriter companies, commenting upon 
this question, made the remark: ‘‘ Well, you can 
rest assured our house is not asleep, and when 
the time. comes we will meet the demand.’’ 


ARE YOU PREPARED? 


Are you asleep, Mr. Typewriter Manager, Mr. 
Typewriter Salesman? Are you ready to meet the 
demands? 

We will wager that there are not enough of 
the typewriter fraternity acquainted with the new 
approaching conditions to equal ten per cent of 
the collective body. Possibly not over five per 
cent, 

This comparison does not hold good with the 
adding-machine trade, for the reason that this 
business is made up largely of typewriter men. 
Nevertheless, the proportion of sianauihins 
men lacking a knowledge of typewriters is in the 


majority. 
WHAT IT MEANS. 

It means that within a very few months, the 
typewriter man in order to remain active in his 
field, and produce the best results for his com- 
pany, and success for himself, must give con- 
siderable study to the subject of adding-machines, 
and become acquainted with their operation, the 
field and their commercial value. This speaks 
equally well for the manufacturers, managers, 
salesmen and repairers. 

It means that the adding machine man must 
hereafter learn more of the possibilities of the 
typewriter and understand its use in conjunction 
with his own machine, 

It means that the typewriter man of today may 
be an adding-machine man tomorrow. 

It means that the adding-machine man of yes- 
terday may be g typewriter exponent next year. 

It means that these two great industries are 
being brought together. 

It means an intermingling of men from one 
trade to the other, from one house to the other, 
from the writing machine to the adder, and from 
the adding-machine to the typewriter. 

It means that the successful men in these lines 
tomorrow must understand something of the re- 
quirements of the office appliance user. 

It means that they all must know about card 
indexes, filing systems and devices, loose leaf, du- 
plicating and billing systems. 

It means that the man who has the greatest 
grasp of this situation is the man whose success 
will be greatest, for on his general knowledge of 
all these things will depend his sales. 


NEW FORCES ACTIVE. 


Three forces are assisting this new state of 
affairs. 

The first was the National Office Appliance and 
Business System Show, held in New York City a 
year ago, which was duplicated in Chicago last 
spring, and which has just been made one of the 
greatest successes New York and the balance of 
the world has ever heard of, in a commercial] sense. 

The second great factor is the association of all

the industries and bodies working in the office 
appliance field, to which Orrick APPLIANCES ca- 
ters—the Associated Office Appliance Manufactur- 
ers of America.

THE INTERNATIONAL-BUNDY SUIT. 

The W. H. Bundy Time Register Co., of Syra 
cuse, has had a decision of the United States 
court made in their favor by Judge Lacombe it 
a case brought against them by the International 


Time Recorder Co. of Binghamton. 

The International Co. own what is known as the 
‘*Cooper patent,’’ and the Bundy company use a 
system which works similarly, but, which th 
Bundy company claims, is vastly different in many 
respects , 

A bundy recorder as in use in the New York 
store of Hackett & Carhart, against whom the 
International Co. brought suit, restraining the uss 
of the Bundy ecard recorders. Judge Lacombe r 
fused to grant an injunction. His decision is as 
follows 

“The motion is denied, upon the ground that 
defendant is a user of only one machine, whil 
the maker f said machine and the cthers alleged 

infringe is a corporation engaged in business 
in the Northern District of New York, in whicl 
district e patent has already been adjudi 
ated.’’

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TYPEWRITER SPEED CONTESTS. 

The Typewriter Speed Contests at the Second 
Annual Office Appliance and Business System 
show held at Madison Square Garden during the 
week of October 30-November 4 were conducted 
along lines which, if followed in other contests, 
will do much to improve the practical value of 
future speed trials. 

‘*Tests of practical typewriter operating’’ they 
might well have been called, for only the practical 
operator stood the slightest chance of winning. 
Ability to write without error even at a fair rate 
of speed was counted a greater virtue than ability 
) write at a higher speed without regard to the 
quality of the work. This is as it should be. 

In these contests for each mistake in the writ 
ing; that is, each misspelled word, misplaced let 
ter or punctuation mark, omission or error of any 
kind whatsoever, five words were deducted from 
the total number written. The justice of this 
condition was apparent in every contest, notably 
in the contest for the world’s championship on 
Thursday evening, when in attempting to qualify 
for the half hour’s writing it was found that in 
the five-minute trial heat some operators had 
actually written over five hundred words, but 
when the judges came to make the deductions for 
errors the total was all too little to allow for 
such a deduetion—there was a mistake In every 
few words of the typewriter matter 

The three operators who qualified to enter the 
fina! thirty-minute contest for the world’s cham 
pionship writing from copy were Mr. Paul Mun 
ter and Miss Rose Fritz, of New York, and Miss 
Mae Carrington, of Springfield, Mass., the latter 
having won a blindfold contest on Tuesday eve 
ning, writing 3,652 words in one hour. Mr. Mun 
ter, who won the championship, operated a Rem- 
ington typewriter The other two contestants 


operated the Underwood machine. 


Miss Carrington is well known among operators 


| 


everywhere, while Mr. Munter is a newcomer in | 
speed trials and was unknown to any one connected | 
with the show. Mr. Munter wrote, all errors de- | 
ducted, 2,099 words in the half hour, an average | 
of seventy words a minuté Miss Fritz was sec- 

ond, while Miss Carrington was third with 2,004 

words. 

In the contest held Saturday evening between 
the public stenographers for the championship of 
New York City, Mr. Munter again won easily in | 
competition with six other operators, writing in 
one hour from dictation 3,830 words. Miss Adler | 
won the second prize in this contest, writing 3,489 | 
words, 

The eonditions under which these records were 


made make them of interest to 
Mr. Munter to be an operator of exceptional abil- 
ity. We hope to hear m him and his work.

THE TYPEWRITER AND THE TELEGRAPH. 

In an artiede efititled ‘‘ An Early*Typewriter, ’ 
which appearett “in the Scientific, American of 
September 30, the statement was made that the 
first typewriter ever used in this country was 
one invented by ¢ Latham Sholes, of Milwau 
kee, in 1873, and which was stated to be the 
forerunner of the Remington. The date named 
is five years later than the actual time of th 
appearance of the Sholes machine. 

In this connection we note a pleasing incident 
Telegraph Age records show that Mr. E. Pay 
son Porter, an old time telegrapher, now in th: 
employ of the Western Union Telegraph Con 
pany, at its main office, 195 Broadway, New 
York, and who, at the period named, resided 
Chicago, on learning of Mr. Sholes’ inventio1 
and believing that it possessed merit, sought ou 
that gentleman at his home in Milwaukee, f 
the purpose of examining his device. This was 
on February 12, 1868. Mr. Porter at once pe 
ceived the possible utilitv of the new inventio1 
for use in connection with the telegraph, strik 
ingly suggested by the keyboard, which closel) 
resembled that of the House printing telegrap 
instrument, with which Mr. Porter had an expert 
acquaintance. In his manipulation of the typ: 
writing device he both astonished and delight 
Mr. Sholes, demonstrating the manifest possi 
bilities of use inherent in the machine. At Mr 
Porter’s suggestion another typewriter was co! 
structed by Mr. Sholes along somewhat 
proved lines, one effect of which was to render

it comparatively noiseless in its operation. This 
proved successful, for Mr. Porter afterward us 
it in the Western Union office in Chicago, wher 
he was employed, first in copying Washingt 
‘specials,’’ and ater for copying messages 
It will thus be seen that the first typewriter 
which we have any record, had its origin nea 
thirty-eight years ago, and its successful us:
